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1 . SUMMARY. AUSTRALIAN DESK OFFICER WAJDA MET WITH 
DILLINGHAM REPRESENTATIVE BRADFIELD MARCH 16 TO DISCUSS 
STATUS OF COMPANY'S CLAIM AGAINST GOA. BRADFIELD 
REVIEWED FRUITLESS DISCUSSION DILLINGHAM HELD WITH DEPUTY 
PM ANTHONY IN CANBERRA AND SAID FIRM WOULD BE PUTTING 
ITS CASE TO USG AGAIN NEXT WEEK. END SUMMARY. 

2. IN REVIEWING MEETING WITH ANTHONY, BRADFIELD COVERED 
GROUND REPORTED IN REFTEL. HE ADDED THAT PRIVATE 
AUSTRALIANS CLOSE TO ANTHONY HAD INDICATED DEPUTY PM HAD 
URGED FRASER TO RAISE GOA'S OFFER FROM DOLLARS 4 MILLION 
TO DOLLARS 12 MILLION. FRASER ADAMANTLY REFUSED TO 
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CONSIDER ANY INCREASE. 

3. BRADFIELD SAID DILLINGHAM VICE PRESIDENT CARTER IS 
COMING TO WASHINGTON WEEK OF MARCH 20 TO DISCUSS CASE WITH 
VARIOUS OFFICIALS INCLUDING SENATOR INOUYE. OBJECTIVE 

OF MEETING WITH SENATOR INOUYE WILL BE TO ENLIST SENATOR S 
SUPPORT TO HAVE VICE PRESIDENT MONDALE RAISE ISSUE WITH 
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PRIME MINISTER FRASER DURING HIS VISIT TO CANBERRA. WHEN 
WAJDA OBSERVED THAT THERE WAS LIKELY TO BE LITTLE OR NO 
DISCUSSION OF BILATERAL ISSUES OF THIS NATURE. BRADFIELD 
SAID HE HOPED IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE FOR VICE PRESIDENT 
TO BRING UP CLAIM PRIVATELY WITH FRASER DURING SOCIAL 
FUNCTION OR OTHER OCCASION OUTSIDE OF FORMAL MEETINGS. 

IT IS BRADFIELD'S VIEW THAT FRASER HAS TO BE APPROACHED 
DIRECTLY CONCERNING CLAIM BUT THAT THIS MUST BE DONE IN 
DISCREET MANNER. HE BELIEVES FRASER WOULD BE IMPRESSED 
BY HIGH-LEVEL USG INTEREST IN CLAIM AND THAT VICE 
PRESIDENT SHOULD PROPOSE THIRD PARTY ASSISTANCE OR SOME 
OTHER OPTION FOR RESOLUTION OF ISSUE. AS EXAMPLE OF 
'OTHER'' OPTION, BRADFIELD SUGGESTED GOA MIGHT AGREE TO 
DEFEND CASE IN AUSTRALIAN COURT ON NON-PRECEDENT SETTING 
BASIS DESPITE FACT THERE SEEMS TO BE NO LEGAL REQUIREMENT 
FOR IT TO DO SO. 

4. BRADFIELD MENTIONED POSSIBILITY OF INSTITUTING 
PROCEEDINGS UNDER LITTLE USED SECTION SUGAR ACT WHICH 
ALLOWS US TO PLACE A LEVY ON IMPORTS OF SUGAR FROM 
COUNTRIES THAT HAVE NOT ADEQUATELY COMPENSATED 
EXPROPRIATED AMERICAN FIRMS. HE BACKED OFF FROM THIS 
PROPOSAL WHEN WAJDA POINTED OUT THAT IT WOULD HAVE 
NEGATIVE EFFECT ON US-AUSTRALIAN RELATIONS AND WOULD 
LIKELY FURTHER STIFFEN FRASER'S ATTITUDE. VANCE 
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
